Sandycroft, Chester, May 4.—I beg to hand you my report upon your miming 
property in Scotland, which I visited last week. The sett, which is a very ex- 
tensive one, beirg nearly 5 miles in length and 3% in width, is situated close to 
the town of Creetown, in Kirkcudbrightshire, bounded to the west by the Old 
Cairnsmore Mines, and to the south-east by the Creetown Mine. A number of 
fine masterly lodes are to be seen at the surface at different points, and several 
of these can be traced for hundreds of fathoms in length through the sett. These 
lodes are of two different kinds, some running to the north of west and and south 
of east, but at different angles; and others running to the east of north and 
west of south. Nearly all the lodes at present discovered are marked and num- 
bered upon the Ordnance Map shown to me by Capt. Hawke; those running 
north of west and south of east being coloured blue, and the caunter lodes red.

considerable, and for other reasons these trials have been abandoned for the 
resent. The Blackcraig lode is a very large one, being some 40 ft. wide, and 
rge quantities of ore have been raised at this mine during the many years it 
has been worked; and a fine discovery has only now lately been made in the 
bottom of the old mine, thus proving the important fact that the lodes in this 
district are productive at aconsiderable depth from the surface. At the Cairns- 
more Mine, also, the returns of ore weresome 60 tons per month, and a fine course 
of ore was worked in the 110 fm. level; the lode Is about 12 ft. wide. The No. 13 
lode is to be seen in a cutting upon the railway, close to Culcronchie Bridge, It 
is a wide, open-looking vein, but at this point much disordered. A small lode, 
No. 14, parallel to this, was discovered under the bridge in the Burn. We now 
eome to No. 15 lode, the only one upon which a shaft has been sunk in this large 
sett. The depth at present attained isonly 16 ft. from the surface, and the lode 
here is 5 to 6 ft. wide, composed principally of quartz, and carrying arib of rich 
Jead ore, nearly solid, from 344 to 4 in. wide, and some 2 ft. of the lode besides, 
fu!l of strong spots of ore, worth in one end of the shaft fully 15 cwts. of ore 
per athom. The shaft is sunk within 25 fms. of the boundary, and close to 
the bu’D, so that it would not be advisable to continue 1t down as permanent 
work; brit for a trial, with the great promise of improvement that it now pre- 
sents, it is Yery Important that an effort should be made to sink the shaft, at all 
events, a few fathoms deeper. This lode, as seen in the burn, a few fathoms to 
the south-east of the shaft, is 13 or 14 ft. wide, but it is here much disordered, 
and is not, in my opinion, so promising in appearance as several of the other 
lodes aa seen at the surface.

John Taylor’s instructions, I carefully examined your extensive mineral pro- 
perty, situated near Creetown, Kirkcudbright.

vein—so much s0, that a part of the vein can be tracéd on the east side of the 
level for 2 or 3 fathoms back from the present end, which consists of quartz, 
spar, spots of mundic, blende, and lead ore, of no market value ; a few fathoms 
will very probably intersect the principal part of the vein. There are elghteen 
known veins to the north of this level within 244 miles. Theout-crdp of this vein 
where seen crossing the burn is very wide, composed principally of quartz, spar, 
mundic, &. The level continued would drain the above veins and high backs. 
No. 17 vein is also large, containing strong branches of quartz and spar. The most 
encouraging part is that about 3 feet wide, containing small specimens of nickel, 
having on the south wall greenstone, and clay-slate partially decomposed on 
the north.—No. 15: The bearing of this vein is about the same direction as Nos.

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It was an extraordinary thing that this scheme, which seemed to be created for 
the New Quebrada Company, should come before the directors at the very eve of 
this meeting, but he could assure the shareholders that it was accidental. Three 
weeks ago he had not the slightest idea of this scheme. He had had an inter- 
view of several hours with Mr. Fell, who was prepared to find a first-class con- 
tractor to construct the line, and to superintend everything himself, and to take 
certainly a quarter of the payment in shares, and to assist the directors in 
placing the remainder. He had no hesitation in saying that that schemecould 
be carried out, and he asked the shareholders to authorise the directors to do 
so. He would go no further into the subject, as he might have to reply to 
questions later on, as possibly some gentlemen might see some difficulty in the 
adoption of the plan. The company could be wound-up, and re-formed with a 
larger capital, and he might state that the capital required would not be so 
large as stated in the report.

A SHAREHOLDER said that two years ago he recommended a narrow gauge; 
he, therefore, proposed to support the resolution of the Chairman, and hoped 
that the shareholders would give a general support to the board. 

Mr. Cock (South Molton) said he came to support what he believed to be an 
honest report. It was a farce to say that the ore could be brought from the 
mine. He was induced sometime ago to take up the subject of Boydell’s wheels, 
and bonght some of Mr. Hemming, and found them a perfect farce. (A laugh.) 

A SHAREHOLDER asked whether by passing the report the shareholders 
pledged themselves to the re-construction of the company ?—The CHAIRMAN: 
No, sir, 1 think not. You make a moral pledge, but not a legal pledge. But 
the resolution will not be put to this meeting. 

Mr. T. G, TAYLOR also supported the adjournment of the meeting. He thought 
that the directors should be obtained a closer estimate of the cost of Mr. Fell’s 
system.——A SHAREHOLDER said he had seen Boydell’s engine at work, and 
doubted its practicability, especially in Venezuela, 

Mr. COLLETTE said he represented the late contractor of the company, and 
wished to address the meeting. ~The CHAIRMAN objected to Mr. Collette being 
heard, Mr. Collette held but two shares, and which, he believed, had been placed 
in his name to enable him to state the contractor’s case. 

The meeting declined to hear Mr, Collette. 

The CHAIRMAN said if it were the wish of the sharcholdersto adjourn the 
meeting he should offer no objection, but at the same time he did not think it 
desirable, as the scheme now proposed was simply the old scheme in a newform, 
and in a form more advantageous to the company. The board had not given 
the shareholders further details of the new scheme, because rea!ly the details 
were of an engineering character, and more for the consideration of the board 
than a public meeting of shareholders. 

Mr. LEAROYD sald he thought the meeting was not a legal one, inasmuch as the 
notices calling the meeting had not been issued 14 clear days before the meeting. 

The SECRETARY explained that the notices calling the meeting had been posted 
three weeks before the meeting, which was perfectly legal. 

In answer to Mr. STIRLING, the CHAIRMAN said that some time ago the direc- 
tors had discussed the desirability of erecting smelting-works near the mine, 
but they found it was not practicable. 

Some further discussion ensued, and eventually it was decided to receive the 
report, not adopt it; it was also resolved to dissolve the meeting, on the under- 
standing that the directors would call another meeting within two months. 
The meeting was accordingly dissolved. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors closed the proceedings,

The LONDON MANAGER read the notice convening the meeting; 
and the subjoined report of the directors was then submitted :— 
The directors regret that the operations at the mines during the past year 
have not been so successful as anticipated ; the causes, however, are such as can 
be readily explained, and have, indeed, been published and prominently laid be- 
fore the shareholders periodically. The directors still feel confident that suc- 
cess is only deferred, if funds sufficient to carry on the works can be raised. It ig 
shown by the balance-sheet that the capital of the company has been exhausted, 
and that the liabilities amount, so far as ascertained by advices to Aug. 13 last 
from Australla, to 87931. 3s. 3d., of which 50491. 13s, 2d. has been voluntarily ad- 
vanced by Mr. Kitto and Mr. Lamb, without any special security—and, indeed, 
in anticipation of the sanction of the directors. By the advices received this 
week up to September 10 the total Iabilities of the company are increased to 
99241. 15s. 11d. The liabilities have been repeatedly brought to the shareholders’ 
notice, and particularly at the meeting held on July 4, when authority was taken 
to increase the capital by the sum of 15,0001., by the issue of preference shares. 
The only available resource the directors at present have to meet the above 
amount is 3166l., being the balance uncalled on 1583 preference shares, this being 
the whole number of these shares subscribed for out of the 6000 agreed to be 
created, Your directors, having consulted with some of the principal share- 
holders, have called an extraordinary general meeting, for the purpose of con- 
sidering another mode of raising fresh capithl. Annexed are extracts from the 
despatches received by the two last mails (including the one just arrived), and 
copy of a letter from Mr. Lamb, dated Sept. 10 last. In accordance with the 
Articles of Association, the auditors retire from office, but areeligible, and offer 
themselves for re-election. 
DUKE OF CORWALL MINE.—Mr. Kitto writes, on Aug. 13 :—** You will observe 
that we have commenced cross-cutting. The longitudinal section sent herewith 
shows the dip of the quartz towards the north, as also the northerly dip of the 
flookan, which has apparently had such a large influence in its gold-bearin 
qualities. In the cross section the westerly underlie of the flookan is shown.’ 
On Sept. 10 Capt. Williams reports :—‘*I beg herewith to report progress on 
the mine for the past month.—Daukes’ Shaft: Since my last report the shaft. 
men have opened out a chamber (260 fect level), put down the skip-road—driven 
now in 20 ft. from shaft. In thecommencement of this week we struck the hard 
sandstone that we went through in the upper levels, and I calculate it will be 
another week before we are through it; sfter which we shall have good driving 
ground, and expect to cut the lode in about nine weeks. We have also set the 
200 ft. eastern cross-cut to six men, at 30s. per foot. No other change.”’ 

CENTRAL MINE.—Mr. Kitto writes, on Aug. 13:—‘* That on which we bot- 
tomed now proves to be a tributary, or ‘ little gutter,’ running towards the 
main one. There is a wide field of wash all round; but this, although payable, 
is not what we have every reason tw expect. The pieces of gold we have found 
in the small gutter are mixed with quartz, thereby indicating a lode close by.” 
And on Sept. 10 Mr. Kitto writes :—** As stated in my last letter, the main gutter 
has not = been reached at the Central, but wo are driving for it as rapidly 
as possible.’’ 

Capt. Angove reports, Sept. 8 :—‘‘ The western drive has been driven 80 feet 
during the past month : total distance from shaft, 290 feet; the ground in the 
present face is somewhat harder, and the drive is now set at 8s. 10d. per foot, 
the contractors finding their own materials. In accordance with your instruc- 
tions we have put up the second bore at a distance of 73 feet from the first, and 
reached sandy clay at 22% ‘eet from the level, the first bore being 25 feet from 
the same level. Judging from the difference in the height of the bores, we are 
now driving under the side that will land us into the main lead. Thesouth drive 
has been extended 210 feet from the shaft. At180 feet from shaft we crossed the 
run of wash in which we have hitherto worked.

Mr. Lamb also writes, Sept. 10 :—“* You may expect a few lines from me as 
usual, but I am sorry not to be able to send you immediate good news.

r. MURCHISON observed that at the last meeting they had a favourable opt- 
nion of the property from a brother of a shareholder then present, and he be- 
lieved a shareholder now present had also received favourable information from 
a brother on the spot.—The SHAREHOLDER said he had certainly received a 
very favourable opinion from his brother, who expressed the fullest conviction 
that everything would be right; but, although he had full confidence in his 
brother’s judgment, and was sure he would not deceive him, he feared that, 
like Mr, Kitto, Mr. Lamb, and, indeed, everyone else who had examined the 
property, be was sanguine. 

The report and balance-sheet were then unanimously adopted, and Messrs. 
C. H. Fielder and Johnstone, Cooper, Wintle, and Evans were re-appointed 
auditors, at a remuneration of thirty guineas per annum. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the business of the extraordinary ge- 
neral meeting, reminded the shareholders that at the last meeting it 
was proposed to raise 15,000/. by the issue of preference shares ; but 
he regretted to say that, owing to the unfavourable time at which 
the capital was required, comparatively few of those shares had been 
taken up. It consequently became necessary to devise some other 
means of obtaining additional capital, and the directors, therefore, 
proposed the issue of 30,000 shares at 2/. discount, such shares to be 
offered, in the first instance, to the shareholders only pro rzta, and 
shareholders to have the preference in the allotment of any shares 
remaining after they had been offered pro rata, This was the ques- 
tion they had now to discuss, 

Mr. GREENE had had the opportunity of speaking on the subject 
to many shareholders in the country, and found that with many there was a 
desire to take the new shares now proposed to be issued, but owing to the large 
payments already made the further payment of 19s. was inconvenient. He, 
therefore, proposed that 5s. should be paid on allotment, and thetwo remaining 
half crowns at two months and four months respectively. He also proposed that 
all moneys now raised should be exclusively applied to the payment of labour 
cost and development of the mine, and not to the payment of any debts already 
incurred. He thought that if a resolution to that effect were passed it would 
secure them ample funds, and give satisfaction to those taking the shares. 

Mr. BULLER scarcely thought so; forif they had not the power to meet any 
claim pressed upon them the creditors would sell up their plant and machinery 
at the mines to obtain satisfaction, and thus make both old and new shares ab- 
solutely worthless. 

Mr. WILKINSON sald that whilst the directors were discussing the terms for 
issuing the shares the remark made was that the taking of the shares must be 
made a boon to the shareholders, and that it was thought that by offering them 
at 2/. discount the shareholders would be satisfied, as they would provide the 
company with the requisite funds, without being called upon to pay more than 
the market value of the shares. He would remind shareholders that the trans- 
action must be regarded by them aa a modeof raising capital. If they bought 
a million shares in the market at 10s. per share it would add nothing to the 
company’s resources; but if they purchased the 30,000 shares of the company at 
the 10s. it would increase the balance at their bankers by 15,000/., and thusim- 
prove the position of the shares generally. 

Mr. ALLEYNE thought that they must leave it to the directors as to the appll- 
cation of the money. He understood that both Mr. Kitto and Mr. Lamb were 
still equally bopeful as to the ultimate success of the mine, and that all that 
was wanted is more capital. It had been proposed to have the mine inspected 
by some independent person, either someone in the colony or sumeone sent out 
from this country. It might be desirable to do so; but when they found that 
everyone was deceived, that all had been disappointed, it had certainly shaken 
his confidence; he hope«, therefore, someone would be chosen who was tho- 
recguly competent, and of strict integrity. 

A SHAREHOLDER said that being a shareholder in the Port Phillip Company 
as well as in that he knew that the agent of that company was about to return 
to the colony, and it occurred to him that if they could make some arrange- 
ment with him it would cost them very much less, 

The CHAIRMAN thanked him for the suggestion, which would have the full 
consideration of the board. They werecontemplatingan arrangement for join- 
ing with the Anglo-Australian Company to obtain an independent inspection, 
and they would consider this suggestion at the same time. 

Mr. MURCHISON remarked that they did not know whether any of the prefer- 
ence shares had been taken in the colony—though, probably, they had—as there 
had not yet been sufficient time since the meeting at which they were created 
to obtain return letters from Australia. 

Mr. WILKINSON sald that in the colony there was fully confidence in the mine. 
A certain amount of the purchase money was paid in cash, and such was the 
confidence in the undertaking that on their receiving the money the vendors re- 
invested half of it in the shares of the company at par. 

The resolution was ultimately put to the meeting, and carried unanimously, 
in a form providing that the directors be authorised to increase the capital of 
the company by the issue of not exceeding 30,000 new shares of 21. 10s.each. That 
such new shares be issued at 27. per share discount, 21. 10s. to be considered paid. 
That ot share be paid down, and the remainder in two instalments of 2s. 6d. 
each on Jan. 4 and March 4,1871. That the holders of the preference shares 
have the option of exchanging the same for the new shares now to be issued. 

The proceedings terminated in the usual manner.

It don’t seem to affect the Brothers, but it is rough on the men, 
who only share in the profits arising from this splendid property in the shape 
of wages. No, 10 is the claim of Cattle and Co., the original discoverers of the 
reef. This claim was very rich near the surface, but then the reef was broken 
by a cross-c urse. It is only 130 feet down, which is not deep enough for Rowe’s 
lode, as from that claim there isa dip north and south. This claim is only 
€0 yards, and is worked by a co-operative party of five men, with an engine of 
12-horse power and six stampers. Next to this and on the topof a slight riseis 
No. 11, or the well-known Duke of Cornwall, to which so much time, money, and 
energy have been devoted. It Is the property of an English corporation got to- 
gether by Mr. Kitto, and though hitherto no fortunes have been made out of it, 
the shareholders are not disheartened. The appliances for working are, of 
course, of a much more advanced order than at the otberclaims, and the engine 
of 80 nominal horse-power, but capable of working upto 200 at a very slight 
cost of fuel, is what experts call“ alittle beauty.’’ In this mine, too, areChilian 
tm! lls-—-unpleasantly suggestive of ground bones—for working up pyrites, and 
Loge furnaces for blowlngthe same. I looked in at the open door of one of these 


and saw the flames rushing onward and upward like a river of lava, until the 
fumes of arsenic and sulphur made my head dizzy, and [ was glad to have the 
door closed and get away from what looked very like a rehearsal for Hades. 
The deepest shaft in this mine is 260 feet down, at which level it 1s ex cted in 
five or six weeks to strike Rowe’s lode, what is belleved to be the top of it havin 
been struck at the 200 feet level.

At present it is just paying. Next in order to the west, and parallel, is the claim 
of Redhouse and Co., on the western line of reef, and embracing the old Golden 
Gully. It was in this claim that the celebrated Heron nugget of 1008 ozs. was 
found. No. 14 is the claim of Stephens and Co., where is an engine of 12 horse- 
power and 12 stampers. There, too, water has been a visitor, and the claim 
may be said to be just paying. No. 15 isthe Sir Roderick Murchison, belonging 
to the Anglo-Australian Company, lately formed by Mr. Lamb, the agent for the 
English capitalists. The machinery here is to be like that at the Duke of Corn- 
wall, and part of it isnow on the ground, where an engine-house is being erected. 
Two shafts are being sunk, that at the eastern end is 180 feet down, and is being 
worked by a whim, while that in the western is 60 feet down and stopped by 
water. After thiscame a lineof small reefs leading into Wattle Gully, Chewton, 
and there an end ; but the reef has been traced distinctly through Harcourt and 
again to Daylesford. Such are the reefs of Fryerstown, the yield from which 
will probably continue long after the present workers have gone to sleep in the 
little cemetery that lies half hidden among the hills of the dividing range.

The CHAIRMAN moved that the report be received and entered on 
the minutes, and that the accounts be allowed and passed. 

Upon the suggestion of Mr. STEELE, it was decided that a lithographic sec- 
tion of the mine should be made, and a copy forwarded to each shareholder. 

Mr. W.C. VIVIAN, in reply to questions from Mr. PETER WATSON, stated that 
the improved appearance of the lode in the 208 and 196 fm. levels west induced 
a strong belief that something of importance would be met with in that diree- 
tlon—indeed, he felt himself justified in stating that he considered there were 
good grounds to hope that a long run of copper ground would be found extend- 
ing back to the cross-course. Large parallel deposits of copper had been met 
within the adjoining mines tothe south. In Dolcoath and Cook’s Kitchen very 
large deposits of copper had been met with in connection with the same cross- 
course. In the eastern levels no tin of importance had been met with since the 
last meeting, but they had before them the encouraging fact that the best tin 
mines in the neighbourhood had had great riches at much deeper levels than 
had yet been attained in North Crofty. 

Mr. PETER WATSON said that at the last meeting the managers anticipated 
realising during the then ensuing four months a larger profit than that now 
shown in the accounts. Although he (Mr. Watson) was not the managers’ ex- 
ponent, yet he thought shareholders should be reminded that the altered price 
of tin accounted for a considerable proportion of the deficiency. Upon the 46 
tons sold the difference amounted to no less than 2501.; besides this an addt- 
tional cost of 1001. had been incurred in improving the dressing-floors, while the 
reduced prices realised for their arsenic had made a further difference of another 
1002.

Mr. W. C. VIVIAN sald there were several important points to be att~'ned 
during the next few months; among others, as he had already said, the 196, 
208, and 270 fm. levels west; and although the tin ground easterly was not rich 
in quality, yet it was profitable ground, yielding large quantities of stuff, and 
would return a profit for a considerable tire, 

Mr. PETER WATSON, in reply to a remark from Mr. MARTINEAU, stated that 
their Chairman was the largest shareholder, and had retained his interest 
throughout, although he had seen the shares at 12/.,and at other times at as 
many shillings. His opinion was that if North Crofty did not prove a second Dol- 
coath, it would eventually he hoped be a Tincroft. Dolcoath, which had been 
working for a century, and still paying good dividends, was 100 fms. deeper than 
North Crofty, and in connection with the same cross-course, as also Cook’s 
Kitchen ; then, on the other side, there was Tincroft, theirclose neighbour. He

After some further discussion, the report was ordered to be entered on the 
minutes, and the accounts were and allowed. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the next question was as to the amount of dividend 
to be declared. As the largest shareholder, he was strongly in favour of acting 
as though they were conducting their own private affairs, and provide for a 
rainy day. Sufficient funds should be left in hand to meet every contingency, 
and provide for variations of the market value of their produce. He had con- 
sulted with Mr. Peter Watson (the second largest shareholder), and had agreed 
to recommend a dividend of 1s, 6d. per share. That would increase their reserve 
balance by 134/., making it 835l., as against 701/., the amount carried forward 
at the last account. 

Mr. MARTINEAU fully endorsed the prudent course recommended by their 
Chairman. It was unquestionably most wise not to divide too closely, but rather 
to add to the reserve. 

Mr. VIVIAN could not promisea larger profit during the current four months. 
A great deal depended upon the result of the exploratory operations—should 
any improvements take place in the eastern ground a larger profit might be 
shown. The 208 and 183 had been driven for 100 fms. east of the engine-shaft 
in unproductive ground, but another 10 fms. in depth might produce an entire 
change, as had been the case in the neighbouring mines. 

A dividend of 1s. 6d. per share was declared. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman concluded the proceedings.

With the view, however, to being efficiently represented on the spot, 
and having the matter of the appeal attended to by an officer thoroughly con- 
versant with the company’s affairs, the directors have thought it well that their 
secretary should proceed to Russia and offer himeelf, if considered desirable, for 
examination as a witness on the company’s behalf, laying before the Court the 
valuable documentary evidence with which he is provided. Mr. Clarke being 
at the works, the directors have availed themselves of the opportunity of having 
the accounts there for the past year examined by him, and he has furnished a 
satisfactory report on the subject.

pearance. Thereis no change to report in the 30, All the stopes throughout 
the mine are yielding their usual quantities of ore, except the one in back of the 
40, which is falling off in value.

Our exports of coal have increased this year to Rus- 
sia, Sweden, Holland, France, Spain, Italy, the United States, and 
Brazil ; but they have decreased to Denmark, Prussia, the Hanse 
Towns, and India, The value of the coal exported in September was 
467,0102.,ascompared with 479,752/, in September, 1869, and 485,5197, 
in September, 1868, In the nine months ending September 30 this 
year the aggregate value of the coal exports made was 4,131,5051,, as 
compared with 3,786,266, in the corresponding period of 1869, and 
4,096,326/, in the corresponding period of 1868,

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION AT CAMBORNE,—An inquest has been 
held at Illogan concerning the death of John Crougey, who was killed by the 
explosion of a boiler at South Frances, A verdict of ** Accidental Death’’ wag 
returned. It was elicited in evidence that the boiler was very old, and had not 
been repaired for eight years. The boiler was blown to a distance of 39% fms., 
and was embedded In a field. 


PREVENTING BOILER INCRUSTATIONS.—A very simple mode is in 
general use at the Darmstadt Gas Works, where the engine has worked night 
and day since 1854 almost without interruption, and the formation of calcareous 
deposits has been entirely prevented by the use of crude pyroligneous acid, com- 
bined with tar; it is either introduced into the boiler or mixed with the feed 
water. Since this mixture has been in use they have never had to use a hammer 
to remove scale. Kach year during the summer, when less gas is required, the 
boiler is opened, and perhaps a couple of handfuls of loose sediment taken from 
the bottom. The quantity employed is very small—just enough to redden lit- 
mus paper; consequently, the iron is not attacked, as, indeed, is apparent from 
the fact that the boiler has been but twice under repair.

Mercury—‘R. A.”’ (Hatton-garden).—The cause of “the rise of more than 
25 per cent. in the price of mercury since the commencement of the war’’ may 
probably be found in the fact of its being used for the manufacture of fulmi- 
nate of mercury, which is used for filling percussion-caps. The demand has 
chiefly come from Germany, and no question has been raised whether mercury 
is contraband of war. The fulminate of mercury is obtained by dissolving 
mercury in nitric acid, and adding alcohol, with gentle heat. The white pre- 
cipitate which falls is washed and dried for use. The preparation of the ful- 
minate is attended with considerable danger, and in order to avoid explosion 
the caps must be filled with great care with a mixture composed of 10 parts 
fulminate, mixed with a wooden pestle, with 30 parts of water, 6 parts of salt- 
petre being added to the paste thus obtained.

THE MINING INTEREST, AND THE EDUCATION ACT, 


Prior to the last general election the Mining Journal drew the at- 
tention of the mineral and iron-making interests to the importance of 
returning men to Parliament whose connection with those industries 
would enable them when the time came to fairly represent the views 
of their order upon matters of domestic as well as international 
legislation. That so large a percentage of members of the class de- 
sired have now a seat in the Lower House is cause for satisfaction ; 
for statutes have yet to be passed in the framing of which such 
help as the members described can render will be of the greatest 
value to the nation. Judged by the measure which has most distin- 
guished the first session of the new Parliament, the Bills by-and-bye 
to be passed it may be confidently assumed will be of no narrow 
kind, dictated solely by class interests, but by a becoming recogni- 
tion of the claims, as well of the workmen as of the employers; whilst 
the well-being of the realm, as a whole, is patriotically sought. Fear- 
lessly we cite “The Elementary Education Act, 1870,” in proof, 
That Act has been correctly designated as “a step towards the re- 
settlement of local self-government throughout the empire.” Influ- 
enced by the same motive as that which prompted the articles in this 
place before the nation’s great election, we now appeal to the same 
interests to see that the new Education Act is made to aid to the 
fullest impartial extent the objects which it is at once the duty and 
the pleasure of the Wining Journal to promote. A fortnight ago we 
said that from end to ead the country was being agitated on the sub- 
ject of primary education. In that agitation we call upon the mineral 
and the metal trades to take the part which the vast magnitude of 
their collective industries demands, The work must not be left to the 
sectaries., Most desirable, if it were practicable in rate-supported 
schools, is it that the children of our miners and our ironworkers 
should be educated in the fear of Gop, and in the hope of a happier 
and a higher form of being hereafter. This the clergy and others 
wiil aim to accomplish. But as man was early instructed in the two 
tables of the law, so in our schools the children must be taught in 
those matters which best fit them for this world as well as the next. 
Leaving, then, the clergy and the rest to manifest as they should 
great store of interest in the religious or high moral phase of the 
question, employers must see to it that the schools which are started 
under the new Act fulfil the design of the authors of that measure. 

Low as we are nationally in the moral training of the masses, and 
much as the unpleasant truth was recognised by the Senate, it was 
not the knowledge of that so much as the knowledge of our deficiency 
in technical training that stimulated the legislation of which we 
write. Assuming that much, who, we ask, are so well fitted to direct 
and oversee popular primary education as those who most know 
what we have lost by our deficiency? It must not be imagined that 
all that the new school boards have to do is to see that the children 
are instructed in the merest possible rudiments. They will have in 
their hands a power that properly used will immensely facilitate the 
whole end desired. We hold that that is the most efficient edu- 
cation which most fits a man to discharge with completeness his 
daily work, as well as keeps before him his higher destiny. He has 
a duty to render to the State as well as to his Maker, And his duty 
to the State the citizen can best discharge by making himself as com- 
plete a workman as his mental and physical capacity will allow in 
the avocation to which he is devoted. “I see thou know’st what is 
of use to know” is the truth which MILTON makes applicable to 
that Great One, who is shown on even higher authority to have 
watched with delight the creation of our planet, and whose delights 
even then were with the sons of men. For his everyday duty upon 
this planet man is most fitted by knowing “ what is of use to know.” 
Let, then, those zections of the community for whom in particular 
we write see to it that as early as is possible juvenile feet be taught 
to tread the stepping stones that lead up to that knowledge, Nor 

must their feet be blistered by the way. The readers of the works 
of the most popular of modern novelists know that the little Gad- 
grinds had cabinets in various departments of science. They had a 
little conchological cabinet and alittle metallurgical cabinet, and a 
little mineralogical cabinet; and the specimens were all arranged 
and labelled, and “the bits of stone and ore looked as though they 
might have been broken from the parent substances by those tre- 
mendously hard instruments theirown names.” However much later 
in life the scholar may be able to appreciate the dry teaching of a 
MAcCHOAKUMCHILD, the scholar when a child must not be inti- 
midated from attempting such studies. And it will be the duty of 
the future members of the School Boards, whom we are now addresgs- 


ing, to see that he is not. A teacher may not be able to make his 
classes take as deep interest in a lecture upon the “ Chemistry of a 
Candle” as they would in a fairy tale, though a FARADAY could do 
it. Nor might he be able to keep breathless hundreds of artizans 
while they listened to a disquisition on a “A Piece of Chalk,” as 
Hux ey did ; or as, with “Coral Reefs” for his theme, that same 
professor was no doubt doing in Manchester as this was passing 
through the press. But the teacher in the rate-supported school 
must, if he is to accomplish what the nation is expecting of him, be 
able when the children have been brought to him to so place ele- 
mentary truths in the physical sciences before his classes that the 
youngest and the dullest may have an opportunity of imbibing a 
taste for them. 

That the splendid opportunity which the Education Act provides 
shall not bea nullity in this regard especially, we call upon the mine- 
ral and metallugical interests to take steps to have their industries 
represented on the School Boards in the several boroughs with which 
they are associated. FARADAY, when examined before the Public 
School Commissioners, said that the natural knowledge which had 
been given tothe worldin such abundance during the previous 50 years 
should remain untouched, and that no sufficient attempt should be 
made to convey it to the young mind growing up, and obtaining its 
first views of these things, was to him a matter so strange that he 
found it difficult to understand, Though he thought that hesaw the 
opposition breaking away, it was yet a very hard one to be overcome, 
That it ought to be overcome he had not the least doubt in the world. 
How FARADAY would have delighted at the present opportunity 
of its being overcome; and how equally would his one-time master, 
Sir HumMpHRY Davy, haverejoiced! Itremains for those who think 
with them, and who, as they, have lamented the great loss of pro- 
perty and material advantage, with the fearful sacrifice of life, and 
the untold misery resulting from our past grave defects in the edu- 
cating of the people, to take care that as far as in us lies we use this 
occasion to remedy the evil; and, at the same time, secure for pro- 
perty and employer that share in local self-government throughout 
the empire at the re-settlement of which “The Elementary Edu- 
cation Act, 1870,” aims. 








RECENT COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS, 


The North and East Lancashire or Manchester Inspection district, 
over which Mr. JOSEPH DICKINSON presides, has recently been un- 
fortunate in the matter of explosions to a larger extent than usually 
characterises it. In 1868 Mr, DICKINSON had to record only five 
deaths from the firing of carburetted hydrogen, the effect of four ex- 
plosions; and last year, yet more fortunate, he had to report only 
three deaths, from three explosions. By two explosions that have 
recently happened Mr. DICKINSON will have to note eight deaths in 
his next annual report to the Home Office. The least expensive in 
life cost was the occurrence at Howbridge, near Leigh, in the col- 
liery of Messrs. JoHN FLETCHER and Co., from which two deaths 
resulted. As will have been seen from what was said of it in the 
Journal last week, that calamity will not be the one of which Mr. 
DICKINSON will have the least to write. It is not that Inspector’s 
wont to allow defects of management to go unvisited with the penal- 
ties which the Legislature has sanctioned. A twelvemonth before 
the explosion at Howebridge one of the three explosions of last year 
happened, from gas that had accumulated for some time. The place 
of danger was fenced off, yet Mr. DICKINSON, deeming that the gas 
ought not to have been allowed to remain accumulated where it 
threatened the safety of working places and travelling roads, caused 
proceedings to be taken before the justices of Over Darwen, and a 
penalty of 5/7, was imposed, to the benefit of the Treasury. The 
national exchequer also benefited the year before to the extent of 
201, the result likewise of magisterial proceedings brought by Mr. 
DICKINSON against two colliery owners respectively. In one case 
107, was levied because of the absence of adequate ventilation against 
fire-damp, and 5/. because a place of refuge had not been provided 
on a self-acting inclined plane. In the other 5/. was ordered because 
the candles of men at work going out when placed upright, it was 
clear that there existed black-damp, Which should have been chased 
away by fresh air. In an adjoining district, during the illness of a 
colleague, Mr. DICKINSON believed himself required by his duty to 
cause proceedings to be taken against a colliery owner there. This 
time the offence was the neglecting to provide a second outlet. The 
proceedings arose out of an accident by which, through the falling 
in of the sides of a shaft, a man and boy were in peril for eight 
days. It is not, therefore, cause for surprise that Mr. DICKINSON 
has made it known that in such a case as that at Howebridge pro- 
ceedings will be taken against the owners on more than one count. 
Colliery proprietors in Mr. DICKINSON’S district cannot allege a want 
of knowledge of the requirements of the law certainly as to venti- 
lation. Two years ago, if we mistake not, he issued a circular set- 
ting forth amongst other things that a recent decision of the judges 
showed that parts of the mine which were not being worked, but to 
which a person could find access, or from which gas might issue, so 
as dangerously to affect any working place or travelling road, had 
to be kept ventilated as well as the working places and travelling 
roads. To that same requirement Mr. DICKINSON again called attene 
tion in another circular letter issued at the beginning of this year. 
Therein he acknowledged that greater care had apparently been taken 
as regarded ventilation; but he did not fail to add that where so many 
of the mines were fiery, and open lights were so much preferred, the 
least mistake, or a small sudden outburst of fire-damp, was almost 
sure to cause an explosion. 

In circulating that caution the Inspector might have contemplated 
the second accident that has just recently taken place in his district. 
We speak of the explosion at the Ram’s Mine of the Wheat Sheaf 
Colliery, belonging to Messrs. A. KNOWLES and Sons, which has re- 
sulted in the death of six workpeople, The explosion occurred in the 
night. Next morning Mr. DICKINSON descended, He found the 
place so carefully bratticed that the inference was that without such 
care there was not air enough to keep the place clear of gas. Yet, 
with this careful bratticing, the Inspector found gas where there had 
been *‘a fall of dirt” in the roof of the boundary bay, and it fired 
sharply in hislamp. On getting home, Mr. DICKINSON did as was 
to be looked for; he sent Messrs. KNOWLES notice that he did not 
consider they were providing adequate ventilation. “The place was 
making a large quantity of gas, and there should have been more 
air to clearit away than hefound.” Candles, it will be remembered, 
were being chiefly used. Hence Mr, DICKINSON was of opinion that 
lamps only should have been used until two outer bays had been 
made in a Mine with the boundary bay. The gas is supposed to have 
come out with the coal, and the underlooker had used candles because 
he believed that through being short of light more accidents would 
have happened if lamps had been used. Juamps alone are now served 
out, Even if the jury last Friday had not recommended that “the pro- 
prietors should see that lamps instead of candles are henceforth used,” 
Messrs. KNOWLES would have taken care that so long as reasonable 
doubt remains protected lights only shall be distributed to tlle men. 

Naked lights are not the only sources of danger in mines where 
safety and danger are too nearly balanced, by reason of a non-abun- 
dance of air in the neighbourhood of pent-up gas. Late in the even- 
ing of Wednesday, last week, the inquest was concluded upon the 
five deceased who, on the 8th ult,, were killed by the explosion at the 
Abecwmboy Colliery, belonging to Messrs. DAVID DAVIES and Sons, 
There, as is the custom of the district, rubbish walls were built up, 
to prevent gas escaping from the old workings, Notwithstanding 
its antiquity, the system is, doubtless, a bad one, Instead of drain- 
ing off gradually, the gas is only kept back till it reaches a certain 
pressure, when it escapes with great force, and not unfrequently when 
and where it is least expected, All this was pointed out before the 
coroner by Mr. WALES, the Inspector for the Southern Principality, 
who thought it “quite possible” that the sudden discharge of gas 
which preceded the explosion was attributable to this cause. Suffi- 
cient air for the respiration of the workpeople there was being sent 
into the locality of the pit in which the explosion happened, but it 
was not sufficient to dilute the gas before it reached the furnace, 
where the flue-men had gone to sleep, and the fire was nearly out. 
Before this was discovered, gas was found in the north return, in 
No, 2 heading.

Sound geological reasons exist 
for believing that at a depth of not more than 600 yards coal may be reached at 
two or three points sufficiently far from local faults, as well as from the great 
western fault on the Staffordshire side, and the great eastern on the Shrop- 
shire, to enable the mineral to be worked with profit. Indeed, at that depth it 
would, in all probability, be found on the Barnhurst estate, just purchased by 
the Corporation of Wolverhampton for sewage irrigation. As the property w ‘es 
bought at surface price the people of Wolverhampton may be congratulated upon

THE AMERICAN TIN TRADE, 


The improving prospects of the tin trade in this country has caused 
attention to be again directed to the tin deposits of Missouri; and 
from the thoroughly practical manner in which the Missouri Tin 
Mining Company propose to act with a view to secure the develop-

very fairly urged that if such an amount, oreven a moiety of it, could 
be secured to Missouri it would be a matterof great importance, av} 
one that should receive thorough investigation. ; 

At the date of the last advices from the locality a party, apparent.y 
intent upon business, had just visited the mines, Mr, 8, H. GILLESPIL 
(representing Messrs, LORRAINE and GILLESPIE, of Glasgow, who are 
largely connected with the tin trade) being among the number. Two 
days were spent at the mines in examining the works and assaying 
samples of the ore, and the results of eighteen assays are reported to 
be highly gratifying. The ore was taken promiscuously from various 
places, and the assays showed from 3 to 7 percent. of pure tin in the 
ore. One specimen of another series gave 7} percent., anda selected 
piece nearly 10} per cent. ; and the average of thirteen other assays 
was 53 percent.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


Nov, 2,—There are considerable buying operations going on in our 
Pig-Iron Market ; but, unfortunately, not of sufficient importance to 
impart more than an oscillating tendency to prices, The decrease 
in the shipments of the year is also being gradually reduced—a re- 
duction of nearly 16,000 tons having been made in about a couple of 
weeks, principally by consumption and shipment, During the past 
week the shipments amounted to 13,120 tons, against 11,615 tons in 
the same week of 1869, On account of the stationary state of the 
market, prices have ranged from 54s, 4}d. to 51s, 6d. cash, and 51s, 8d, 
to 51s. 9d. a month. To-day the market a shade easier, 51s. 44d. to 
5ls, 4d. cash, and 51s, 74d. a month was accepted for several thousand 
tons, closing buyers 51s. 4d¢ cash, and 51s. 74d. 30 days; sellers, }d. 
pertonhigher. No.1,g.m.b., 52s,; No.3,51s.6d.; Coltness, 61s, 6d.; 
Gartsherrie, 603. ; Summerlee and Langloan, 58s, ; Shotts, 57s. ; and 
Eglinton, 52s, 6d. Finished Iron is still meeting with a demand suf- 
ficient to keep the works going, and several new contracts for vessels 
having been entered into this week, which will absorb a great quantity 
of iron, is imparting firmness to prices, and hope to the trade. The 
specifications offering include all kinds of miscellaneous iron, for 
which last-noted quotations are paid, less an extra discount, Tube 
and pipe makers are basy, and foundry work is plentiful. 

Coals have been advanced 6d, per ton this month, chiefly on ac- 
eount of the steadiness of the demand both for home and shipping 
purposes. With this increase come indications of restiveness on the 
partof the miners, which may eventuate in a demand for an increase 
of wages. The shipments from the ports show a good trade, being 
27,175 tons for the week just ended, against 23,290 tons for the cor- 
Tesponding week of last year. 

Considerable dissatisfaction having been felt lately at the with- 
drawal of the “ ventures” from the lead mines at Wanlockhead, by 
which the income is greatly reduced, some of the men struck work, 
and others went to Leadhills. Meetings were also held, and a large

Messrs. Young and Co., of Bathgate and Addie- 
well Works, havo 13 shale pits in operation, and these weekly put out about 
4000 tons of shale. There are at present 63 oll works in Scotland, and of these 
88 make the crude oil; and if each of these latter extracts its own shale, 
we shall not greatly err if we set down the number of pits at 65 or 70. Manyof 
the shale works are rapidly extending. Messrs. Young and Co., who at present 
turn out fully one-third of the total refined oil made in Scotland, we under- 
stand, are also enlarging their works, so as to increase their present large ma- 
nufacture by one-half more. This one company employs 1600 men, 900 of whom 
are colliers. Such is the scale of these works that the wage payment at Addie. 
well alone approaches 100.0001, a-year, Around this centre of production there 
are, besides the works of Messrs. Young and Co., the establishments of Messrs. 
Meldrum and Co,, the Mid-Calder Company’s works at Oakbank, the West 
Calder Oil Company, the Glasgow Oil Company, &c. Themen employed in Scot- 
lann in shale mining, working retorts, in refineries, and in other departments 
of the manufacture, number between 5750 and 6000, earning a weekly sum vary- 
ing from 68501, to 70001, Altogether, the wages paid annually to the various 
classes of employees connected with the oil trade of this part of the kingdom 
amount to frum 356,2001, to 364,0001. 








REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Middleshorough, Nov, 3.—In consequence of the municipal elec- 
tions, on Tuesday, there was nota very large attendance on ’Change, 
at Middlesborough. Very little business was transacted. Prices for 
pig-iron are unaltered since last week, No. 3 ranging from 46s. 6d. to 
(say) 47s. 3d., net cash ; but the continued strife on the Continent 
acts very prejudicially to the Cleveland trade. Hopeis great on the 
part of many that the war will soon close, when they expect that 
a large quantity of pig-iron will be wanted. Such may be the case 
for a short time immediately upon the restoration of peace, but it is 
doubtful whether the entire trade of the two countries will not be so 
thoroughly disorganised that, beyond what may be required for spe- 
cial and urgent purposes for a few weeks, the tonnage of pig-iron 
taken from Cleveland, even by Germany, may only be comparatively 
small for a long time tocome, The stocks return for October is not 
yet published, but it is believed a reduction upon the previous month 
will be shown. The Middlesborough warrant store stock is un- 
changed, the contents being the same as during the past two months 
—14,139 tons, There are now 110 blast-furnaces in full work in the 
Cleveland district, and the new ones in course of construction are 
making rapid progress. 

The demand for rails is not great at the present time, and prices 
are showing considerable reduction. The doubts of some of the lead- 
ing gentlemen connected with the finished iron trade that work for 
the rail-mills was likely to be scarce during the coming season are 
being only too fully realised. The scarcity of contracts in the mar- 
ket, and the close competition for such enquiries as are made, are 
bringing prices down so low that this branch of the trade is not likely 
to be a very profitable one for the next few months. For plates and 
other classes of manufactured iron the market is also dull, and prices 
are slightly giving way. 

The new railway projects which we mentioned last week are ex- 
citing a good deal of interest, and it is now stated that the North- 
Eastern Railway Company purpose to make considerable alteration 
and addition to their Middlesborough railway station. For Coal and 
Coke there is a steady demand. 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Nov. 3.—The supply of vessels continues to be very large, most of 
the shipping places and docks being crowded, many of large size, 
and such is the spirit infused into most trades that freights continue 
to improve. Steamers are now 6s, 3d, from the Tyne to London, and 
other places in proportion. On the whole, the prospect for general 
trade during the winter is good, and if the war be ended soon it is 
expected that there will be a good trade for both coal and iron in the 
spring. The agitation for weekly pays continues, and it is probable 
that the arrangement will ultimately be carried out, but whether it 
will confer any real benefit on the men is another question. Many 
of the owners and managers of works are certainly in favour of the 
movement, although, no doubt, the majority are still opposed to any 
change. But it must be noticed that this question is rather com- 
plex, as the mode of pay is not uniform in the North ; it is pretty ge- 
neral to have fortnightly pays, but in many cases the pay does not 
end on the Saturday previous to the pay Saturday, but on the Tues- 
day previous, and where this is the case itis proposed to have weekly 
pays, and the pay to end one week previous to the pay-day, which will 
be a positive advantage to the masters. 

Mr. Septimus Forster, of Black Callerton, coalowner, was sum- 
moned by Mr, Southern, Government Inspector of Mines, for not pro- 
viding special rules for the guidance of the men employed in the col- 
liery recently opened by him at Wylam Hill. It appears that a boy 
had been killed, and the Inspector found that no proper regulations 
existed for the safe working of the mine. Defendant, who admitted 
his error, was fined 5/., and 10s, 6d. costs. A second charge against 
the same gentleman, for not providing proper means of communi- 
cating signals in the shaft of the mine, was withdrawn, on his en- 
gaging to have those signals and all other necessary arrangements 
made for the safety of the men at once. 

Several small collieries have been opened in that district lately, 
and are making good progress, especially the Throckley Colliery, the 
Old Wylam Colliery, &c. The lower seams here produce good coking 
coal, and some of them also, as at Walbottle, excellent house coal. 
Good progress has been made lately at the Hebburn Colliery; about 
fifty men are now employed there getting coal from the Low Main 
seam, and great exertions are making to get the standing water out 
of the Bensham seam ; assoon as this is accomplished this well-known 
and valuable house coal will be worked also at once. The fine Cor- 
nish engine erected here some time since continues to give the greatest 
satisfaction, the water being kept down with ease by it—that is, the 
High Main water—and the engines at Wallsend are worked at the 
same rates as for the last year. The feeders of water are thus kept 
by the power applied at these pits with the greatest ease, and when 
the Hebburn Colliery is in full working order, especially in the Ben- 
sham seam, a vigorous effort will be made to reduce the water at 
Wallsend, so as to reach the High Main seam there, and thus open out 
the extensive royalties of Willington, Percy Main, &c, 

At the Felling Colliery good progress has been made with the new 
lower seam, which is used for coking purposes; a considerable nnm- 
ber of ovens have been got to work, and a large additional number 
are to be built immediately, The main shaft is also to be sunk to 
this seam, so as to enable the owners to putalarger number of men 
in, and a very fine new winding-engine is to beerected at once. At 
the Wardley Colliery the high main seam has been found and passed, 
and other valuable seamsat a greater depth are expected to be found 
shortly. Atthe Boldon new winning, connected with the Harton Col- 
liery, the seam is being opened out, and the quantity produced gra- 
dually increased. A new pit is being sunk near Hetton, in the ex- 
tensive royalty occupied by the Hetton Coal Company. Some pro- 
gress has been made with this shaft, and further particulars will be 
given respecting it shortly. 

In the Coal Trade steam coal is still quiet, and rather slack, but 
in most other branches no complaints whatever are to be heard ; in- 
deed, the coking coal trade is extremely brisk, and the demand for 
house and manufacturing coal continues to improve, In all branches, 
both of coal and iron, the men are well employed, and in some loca- 
lities men are getting scarce. 

The Iron Trade continues, on the whole, full of spirit ; there is & 
good demand for ship-plates and pig-iron, great quantities being sent 
away, and consequently stocks do not increase. The demand for 
finished bar-iron and railway iron is still the weakest point in the 
iron trade, but it is confidently expected that the war will close 
shortly, and that this will produce a most beneficial effect on all 
branches of the trade, and give confidence as to its future progress. 

An old colliery engineer, who many years filled that office at the 
famous old Killingworth Colliery, under the late Mr. Nicholas Wood, 
has died this week at Jarrow. We allude to Mr, Lancelot Gibson, 
He was well knownin the trade as a good practical colliery engineer, 
and succeeded his father at the above colliery, where he continued 
to officiate many years. He died at the age of 70 years. 

A very prominent man in the coal trade here of long standing died 
on Tuesday last ; we allude to Mr, Henry Morton, general agent and 
colliery manager for the Earl of Durham, Mr. Morton entered on 
the important office of land agent tothe late Earl of Durhamin th 





year 1822, and afterwards took the general management of the col- 
lieries, and all these offices he has conducted with the greatest ability 
since that period. He was trained as an agriculturist, and he intro- 
duced and carried out many improvements on the large estates and 
farms of his noble employer, always fully keeping up to or in advance 
of theage. Great additions were also made to the estate by acquir- 
ing adjacent lands, under which valuable seams of coal were to be 
found. Under his management the collieries have been gradually 
developed until they have arrived at their present great magnitude, 
and they are now capable of putting out an enormous quantity of 
house coal of first-rate quality, besides coking and manufacturing 
coal. Mr. Morton died at the age of 90 years, and was able to attend 
to his business until very recently. 

At the East Holywell Colliery, the agents and workmen have pre- 
sented Mr, R. F, Cook (late viewer) with a testimonial, comprising a 
massive gold albert guard anda gold pencil case, and Mrs, Cook with 
a gold brooch, a silver stand for pickles, and a silver dessert stand. 





NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL ENGINEERS,

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Nov, 3.—The hopes of peace, which the acceptance of the armistice 
on both sides has excited, will infuse spirit into the Iron Trade of Staf- 
fordshire. So far the demand has kept up tolerably well, but it was 
feared that the absence of the German and French orders would have 
a serious effect during the winter. The extent of the falling off in 
the consumption of English manufactures in those countries since 
the war is shown by the returns of the Board of Trade for September, 
The fact that we only sent a fourth of the usual amount of goods and 
material in that month to France, and about a third to Germany, 
shows how we have suffered, and the iron trade has come in for much 
more than its full share of the loss, the export of iron to Germany 
having fallen from 63,098/, last year to 6175/, this year, and hardwares 
from 36,6187. to 8014/7, Should the hopes of peace prove well founded 
we may look, though, perhaps, not at once, for a restoration of this 
important part of the demand. Theorders for Russia, Austria, Italy, 
and America are tolerably satisfactory, and the trade, though not 
brisk, maintains a steady degree of activity. There is a better de- 
mand for plates, and should peace ensue we may hope that the trade 
will keep steadily good during the winter months. 

Major Thorneycroft, son of the late Mr. G. B. Thorneycroft, who 
founded the great firm of G. B. Thorneycroft and Co., ironmasters, was on Tues- 
day presented with his portrait as an expression of the esteem in which he is 
held. Few men are more respected than Major Thorneycroft, who is a tho- 
roughly straightforward and generous man; and, whatever may be people’s 
politics or religious views, they have always a good word forhim. Major 
Thorneycroft served the office of the High Sheriff of Staffordshire a few years 
ago, and last year it was filled by his brother-in-law, Mr, Hartley, who has tho 
chief conduct of the business of the firm. 

Thomas Baker, in the employ of Mr, Stephen Nash, of the Globe Iron 
Works, Smethwick, has been committed for trial for manslaughtor, on the ver- 
dict of the coroner’s jury, on the ground that a fatal explosion at the works was 
the result of his negligence. 

The Dudley Correspondent of the Wolverhampton Chronicle writes :— 

Great interest is being felt as to the probable course of the iron 
trade during the remainder of the quarter. A good deal will depend 
upon the turn things will take in reference to the war; if we should 
have peace, there is no question but the great staple trade of the dis- 
trict will become more active than itis at present. The mills and 
forges on the Brierley Hill side are kept well in gear and are doing nearly full 
time. There has sprung up within the last week a greater demand for plates, 
and the mills are running pretty regularly now. Home consumers who have 
been holding off purchasing except just sufficient for immediate use, in the hope 
of getting more favourable terms, are now ordering pretty freely, and for the 
last two or three weeks more orders for finished iron have beea received, As 
regards prices they are not likely to recede; if they change it is more probable 
they will go up, but great care is necessary in the declaration of higher rates, 
Advances of 20s. per ton seem to us inevitably to cause reaction. If the manu. 
facturers would advance from 5s. to 10s. as the demand arises from time to time, 
and according to individual quality and requirements, it would we think, tend 
to give a degree of steadiness to the trade. The pig makers always adopt this 
priuciple, and the bar makers would certainly find it to their advantage to do 
the same. If these hasty advances are avoided increased demand will lead toa 
steady proportionate increase in price, whilst on the other hand large advances 
inevitably lead to a reaction, as the last advance of 20s. did, Besides this, ady 
vances in price bring trouble from every class of workmen, which past occur- 
rences have shown it most desirable to avoid. 








REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Nov. 3.—The probabilities or improbabilies of peace are day after 
day anxiously discussed by those interested in the industries of the 
district, and that the negociations for an armistice, which are carried 
on, may prove successful is the general prayer. It is now that the 
disastrious effects of the horrible war are beginning to show them- 
selves, and unavoidably we are becoming more and more apprehen- 
sive of the fearful consequences that are entertained while the belli- 
gerents continue to prosecute hostilities, It is not alone the con- 
tending hosts that suffer, but all peaceful and commercial commu- 
nities must share the woeful and ruinous results which are inevitably 
brought about by the conflict. As far as the Iron Trade is concerned, 
the two alternatives presented are very opposite to each other, and 
it iseasy to know which would be the better to choose. If peace be 
re-established there is a bright future to be calculated upon, but if 
war to the bitter end be maintained nothing but increasing depres- 
sion is to be anticipated. From all sources of demand business has 
gradually fallen off ever since the war was commenced, and while it 
continues it is clear that contracts on foreign account will become 
fewer and further apart. The actual position of the trade is fast 
being realised, and the little activity which hitherto prevails cannot 
be of.long duration under present circumstances. Fresh orders are 
coming very tardily to hand, and the rail branch of the iron trade is 
perceptibly dwindling into unusual quietude and depression, which 
fact cannot fail to produce uneasiness and foreboding in regard to 
the winter season. Such will be a very discouraging contrast to the 
animation of the past six or eight months, which was only impeded 
by the continuous drought, The salvation of the trade may, indeed, 
be said to be American requirements, although speculations are ma- 
terially affected by the present condition of affairs. Taking the year 
through, the quantities of manufactured iron sent to the American 
continent have been immease, little less than 30,000 tons having been 
floating across the Atlantic from the Welsh ports alone at one time 
during the summer months, And this virtually is the only source of 
demand still open, and not at all to be calculated upon during the 
continuance of the war. Itis not improbable, in fact, that enquiries 
from the United States will soon again begin to increase, and that 
something approaching the usual business will be done during the 
winter, Russia, it is pleasing to report, has recommenced enquiries 
preliminary to giving out contracts, but it is scarcely probable that 
there will be any orders of magnitude before the beginning of next 
year, even if continental complications are cleared up. India and 
China are also expected to become large purchasers. But notwith- 
standing this, a period of dulness, long or brief, must be passed 
through. There is a little more steadiness to be noticed in the home 
trade, plates, bars, &c., being in average request. Prices are, how- 
ever, hardly maintained. For pigs the demand is not extensive. The 
Tin-Plate Trade offers no fresh feature to be noticed. Business con- 
tinues dull, and prices unremunerative. 

In the Steam Coal Trade activity is well maintained, and as the 
weather has been more favourable this week very large clearances 
have been made from the local ports to the various foreign markets. 
The mail packet companies, and the more distant ports of South 
America and the West Indies, are taking the largest quantities. 
Prices are, asa rule, fairly maintained. The House Coal demand con- 
tinues to expand, particularly on account of Ireland and the West 
of England, and the collieries are regularly employed. The demand 
for Coke, especially in Staffordshire, is, if anything, increasing. 

The Nail Trade evinces considerable depression just now. This 
branch, however, is but of minor importance in this district, but at the Dos 
Works, the principal establishment of the description in Monmouthshire, trade 
is excessively dull, and the hands are scarcely able to make three daysa week. 





The Iron Foundries are well employed, and some important work 
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is now being done in some parts of the district. An enormous fron shaft has 
{yet been manufactured from scrap-iron by Messrs. Dornford and Co., at the 
aindy Works, Cardiff, its weight being 4 tons. It is wholly forged under the 
steam-hammer, and is intended to have on one end a fiy-wheel of about 40 ft. in 
diameter, and on the other a crank and cog-wheel, capable of driving immensely 
powerful machinery. It has been manufactured for a firm at Newport. 

There have been some colliery explosions in the district, but they 
have not, comparatively speaking, been numerous, thongh the loss of life in one 
instance was serious. On Monday an explosion occurred at the Bedwellty Pits. 
It was rather miraculous, however, that the occurrence was not attended with 
much more serious resuit, as it was said the force of the explosion was so great 
that fire was emitted from the mouth of theshaft. Fortunately, only one man 
was severely burnt, and hope of his recovery is entertained. The cause of the 
disaster is, as usual, unknown. i 

The enquiry before Mr. Overton, coroner, at Aberdare, into the late 
explosion at the Abercewmboy Colliery (Davies and Sons) has been concluded. 
Mr. Wales, Government Iuspector, heard the evidence adduced, and stated the 
result of his examination after the explosion. He was clearly of opinion that 
the gas was ignited by the furnace. The ventilation of the colliery had always 
been effected by the furnace, which was the mode generally adopted. The quan- 
tity of air passing through the works was sufficient for the men at work, but 
not sufficient to dilute the gas before it reached the furnace, hence the explosion. 
But as the circumstance, so far as the furnace was concerned, had been the same 
for some time past, one of two things must have occurred to cause the explo- 
sion—either the quantity of air passsing must have been greatly reduced, the 
discharge of gas remaining the same, or the quantity of gas must have been 
greatly increased, without any increase of air, or the air reduced. It was clear 
from the evidence that the air must have been reduced, through the flue having 
been neglected by the men in charge of it. He noticed that the custom was pre- 
valent in the colliery of building rubbish walls in certain places to prevent gas 
escaping. The system, in his opinion, was bad, and fraught with great danger, 
as it could only Keep the gas back until it reached a certain pressure, when it 
issued forth with great force, and not unfrequently when and where least ex- 
pected. No attempt should be made to keep back gas, but proper provision made 
for its gradual and safe escape. Whether the explosion rose from such an oc- 
currence was to be determined, but he thought there was no blame to be attached 
to the officers of the colliery, who seemed to have done the best they could under 
the circumstances. The jury, after some cousultation, returned a verdict of

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Nov. 3.—With regard to the business doing at the iron works in 
Derbyshire, no change whatever can be noted at all different from 
the last report. The foundries continue to be well employed, and 
the collieries also. No change, however, has taken place with re- 
gard to the price of coal sent from the district to London, notwith- 
standing the fact that the South Yorkshire colliery owners in con- 
nection with the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway 
Company are now selling their produce at 2s. per ton less than it was 
a fortnight ago. It is, however, evident that as coal of equal qua- 
lity can now be bought in the London market at 2s, per ton less from 
one district than trom another, the customers are not likely to con- 
tinue to pay the higher price. The object, of course, is to compel 
the directors of the Midland Railway Company to allow the Great 
Northern to reduce its mineral rate from the South Yorkshire dis- 
trict to London. But whether it will have that effect or otherwise 
time alone will determine. Still the difference of 2s. per ton, al- 
though in the first two or three weeks it may cause no perceptible 
alteration, must ultimately be felt, and that considerably also. . 

The Sheffield manufacturers of heavy goods, railway material, in- 
cludieg locomotive rails, springs, &c., are doing a very good business, whilst 
those employed in the production of heavy armour-plates, and all articles of a 
warlike character, are as busy as they well can be. There is not so much doing 
in some descriptions, of cutlery goods and Britannia metal ware. 

The iron worksin North Yorkshire are kept well going. Themakers 
of rails and plates are doing well, and there are some good orders on hand for 
best descriptions of castings. The reduction of 2s. per ton by the coalowners in 
gales effected in London has had the effect of increasing the trade of late, so 
that an increased tonnage of coal is being sent there, via Retford, by the Man- 
chester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway. Although little or no profit can 
be made by such a reduction, but in some instances must entail a loss, still it 
was the only course that could be adopted in endeavouring to recover the trade 
lost owing to the high rate by the Great Northern. There 1s no change with 
regard to the transactions in steam coal. The usual time for shipment to the 
North of Europe having nearly arrived, very little more is expected to be done 
in that direction. The proposal to run screw sieamers with coal from Grimsby 
to London, on behalf of the North Yorkshire coalowners, is said as likely to be 
adopted. "a fair trade is being done in coal and coke to Lincolnshire, and in 
engine fuel to Lancashire. A ready sale is found for any quantity of coke.

RATING COAL MINES, &c, 


Str,—An appeal case has been heard before the magistrates of 
Kingswinford. The points considered were as to whether the rail- 
ways extending over about 2} miles were to be rated as well as the coal. 
The next important point was whether damaged land (pit banks, ke.) 
occupied by the proprietor were to be rated otherwise than on their 
worth to farm, &c, And, again, the question came up as to whether 
a railway used for other purposes as well as for the transit of coal 
should be rated, and other matters. 

The question as to whether the coal was rightly rated or not did 
not come up otherwise than, as before stated, as to the rate on the 
coal—1-8th on best Ten-yard coal, and 1-12th on Thin coal and the 
coal raised from the second working of the Ten-vard coal, called ribs 
and pillars. The Court, it seems, considered the rating of the coal 
to cover all, and, as the spirit of discontent has taken deep root in 
the district, it is not likely that this case will end the strife, although 
it is said the case will not go further, which we are told is owing to 
a want of union amongst the guardians and overseers. The learned 
counsel complained of the overseers breaking over an agreement or 
compromise entered into between the coalmasters and overseers 
some time last year, by which it was agreed to rate the coal mines as 
before stated; but the learned counsel, of course, speaking as he had 
been advised, was not aware of an agreement which the coalmasters 
had broken. 

As far as I have been informed, some years ago an agreement was 
entered into between the colliery owners and overseers at Worcester, 
when it was settled that all coal mines should be rated on one-sixth 
of the whole produce of the pit’s mouth, and all the parishes in the 
Union but Kingswinford were so rated for a long time; at length 
enquiry was made, and the Kingswinford ratepayers called upon the 
overseers to rate the mines on one-sixth. This was done, the coal- 
masters appeared, the day of trial came, and the case was adjourned 
for inspecting the mines, At this stage the ratepayers, and others 
engaged on their account, had a split, and this led the Assessment 
Committee to make the compromise which the learned council con- 
sidered ought not to have been interfered with. Great discontent 
prevails throughout the whole district, and many look forward to 
Mr. Goschen with hope thatghe will alter this state of things by mak- 
ing it so simple that no property will escape rendering a fair sum 
towards the support of our institutions, 

After making enquiry on many sides, I am told that the royalty 
and dead rent on coal is distinct from that paid for the land occu- 
pied for spoil bank ; that 5/. per acre is the price paid in Stafford- 
shire to lessors, independent of royalty or rent on coal. This being 
the case, the owners, who know all these things, wish such as Mr. 
Fashe, Lord Dudley, and others to pay taxes on their damaged 
land and on their railways, The coalmasters say they consider it is

I have very little to add to the above, save that it appears to me 
mining is undergoing generally a grand revolution.
